Appeals to Russians. 


United States High Commis-| 
sioner James B. Conant appealed 
to the Russians today “not to 
place any obstacles in the way” 
‘of the distribution of free food. 
, In a_mildly-worded letter, 
Conant told Soviet High Com- 
missioner Vladimir Semyenov 
that he was “completely misin- 
formed about the true situation” 
when he charged yesterday that 
American food gifts were being 
used to incite “Fascist hirelings 
and criminal elements” to stage 
another revolt in East Germany. 

“The important thing is that 
tthe people in the East Zone 
who need the food actually ‘re- 
ceive it,” Conant wrote. 

The Communist party news- 
paper Neues Deutschland ap- 
peared to be trying to prepare 
public opinion in a roundabout 
way for new border restrictions. 
It said five persons have been 
caught—and heavily punished— 
for smuggling East German eggs 
across the boundary to sell in 
West Berlin.

Out of Motoring 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP)— 
Maybe there’s a rosy tinge to 
your driving future. 

A laboratory automobile at 
R.C.A.’s David Sarnoff Research 
Center in Princeton, N.J., can: 

1. Steer itself along a pre- 
scribed route. 

2. Stop when it approaches a 
metal obstacle. 

3. Turn out to pass a slower 
car. 
According to an announce- 
ment yesterday about the five- 
foot electronic auto, you’d have 
no driving worries at all, in- 
cluding being cracked up by 
careless drivers. 

The whole system involves 
electric cables under specially 
constructed highways, with elec- 
tronic equipment controlling the 
steering gear and picking up 
wave impulses from the cables.

In a somewhat unusual de- 
cision today, the state Public 
Service Commission gave Mis- 
sourl common carrier truckers 
the right to increase rates 10 
per cent on general freight—but 
it did not require that the in- 
crease be charged. 

George Fox, commission rate 
expert, gave this explanation for 
the departure from usual proce- 
dure: 

Last March, 34 of the larger 
trucking outfits asked the com- 
mission for the right to increase 
rates 20 per cent, asserting it 
was necessary to meet increased 
operating costs, primarily in- 
creased wages. 

But some of the other com- 
mon carriers, generally the 
smaller outstate firms, said they 
did not want the increase. 

In its study, the commission 
figured the 16 per cent increase 
would cover present increased 
operating costs and so it lim- 
ited today’s authority to that 
amouut. 

But it said any company that 
did not want to increase its 
freight rates did not have to. 

To make the decision uniform, 
the commission said that each 
company must give five days’ 
notice that it was increasing its 
freight rates by 10 per cent.. A 
deadline of Sept. 15 was set,on 
the notices. Thus any company 
wanting to increase rates, but 
failing to file notice by mid- 
September, would have to fol- 
low the full procedure of filing 
a new rate schedule and having 
it go through the complete in- 
vestigative procedure of the 
commission.

Broth- 
ers promptly announced that he 
was moving out of St. Louis 
county, and when he died of a 
heart ailment three months later 
he was staying at a hotel in St. 
Louis. His assailant was never 
identified. 

In 1951, Mrs. Lillian Anna 
Null was beaten to death in an 
orchard in the rear of her home 
in Eureka. The case remains 
unsolved, 

There were three more un- 
solved murders in 1952. The 
body of George Myers, business 
agent of Local 110, AFL Build- 
ing Laborers’ Union, was found 
in his automobile in Maplewood 
on March 13. Four bullets had 
been fired into his head. On 
April 16, L. S. White, Negro 
taxicab driver, was found in his 
cab on St. Cyr road. He had 
been shot in the head, and his 
trousers pockets had been 
turned inside out. Louis Man- 
kofsky, operator of a shoe store, 
died Nov. 5 of a skull fracture 
suffered when he was slugged, 
apparently by a robber, on a 
public walk in University City. 

Girl’s Body Found in River. 

Four months ago, the body of 
Lenora Seiler, 13-year-old Val- 
ley Park girl, was found in the 
Meramec river near her home. 
A pathologist testified there was 
evidence of suffocation. He said 
the girl could have died of shock 
or fright, and apparently was 
dead before her body was put 
in the river. Police have found 
no additional evidence since a 
coroner’s jury returned an open 
verdict. 

The mystery of the vanishing 
gambling equipment has added 
no luster to the reputation of 
the sheriff and his staff. 

In October 1952 Capt. Joseph 
A. Wren, head of the gambling 
squad of the St. Louis police 
force, learned that two ornate 
dice tables and two blackjack 
tables valued at more than $7500 
had been stored by the owner 
in the Overland warehouse of 
Hudson Storage. & Moving Co. 
The tables had been used at 
Club 45 and at Welcome Inn, 
Jefferson county gambling joints 
which were closed following a 
grand jury investigation. 

Possession of such parapher- 
nalia being illegal, ‘Capt. Wren 
relayed this information to Mos- 
ley, and Magistrate Frank W. 
Tirrell. of St. Louis county is- 
sued a seizure order. ; 

In violation of this order, the 
gambling equipment was re- 
moved two months later. The 
warehouse manager said three 
unidentified men came in, held 
their hands in their pockets as 
if they were armed, and said 
they wanted to ‘pick up a stor- 
age lot.” On being informed 
that $91 in storage charges was 
owed on the tables, one of the 
men who blandly identified him- 
self as “Joe Doakes” handed 
over the money. The men oblig- 
ingly loaded the equipment into 
a rented truck and drove away. 

This was not the end of the 
embarrassing story. When Jef-

Hijacking of trucks and dis- 
posal of stolen goods are on the 
list of unsolved crimes in St. 
Louis county. A truck carrying 
$24,000 worth of tobacco was 
stolen last summer in St. Louis; 
the empty truck was recovered 
in the county, and after the to- 
bacco had been disposed of by 
the thieves, special agents of the 
Frisco Railroad learned that the 
loot had been stored for several 
months in a shed in Wellston. 

Same Firm Hit Twice. 

A truckload of whisky and 
wine valued at $3200 was stolen 
by two men who abducted the 
driver in St. Louis, blindfolded 
him and after unloading the 
cargo abandoned the truck in 
Wellston. This was the second 
theft of whisky from Allstate 
Distributors, a University City 
firm. Burglars previously had 
hauled 100 cases valued at $5000 
from its warehouse at 6341 Olive 
Street road. 

Why are all these crimes un- 
solved? 

Why do a number of railroads 
and trucking companies consider 
it necessary to place armed 
guards on vehicles hauling valu- 
able cargo through St. Louis 
county? 

Why have gamblers been in- 
vading the county in increasing 
numbers lately? With dice games, 
handbooks and slot machines op- 
erating in various parts of the 
county, why has the sheriff con- 
ducted so few raids? 

Why hasn’t Mosley cracked 
down on hoodlums who have 
been driving unmetered taxicabs, 
exacting excessive fees from 
passengers, engaging in fights 
with other drivers and giving 
rise to numerous complaints 
about poor police protection at 
Lambert-St. Louis Fieid? 

Why are there so many 
complaints about rowdiness in 
taverns, sale of liquor after legal 
closing hours, sale of intoxicants 
to minors? Why do neighbors say 
they have been unable to get 
police to act? 

Says He’s Doing His Best. 

These are some of the 
questions that are being asked. 
The sheriff's statement that he 
is doing the best he can “with 
the small staff allotted to me” 
does not satisfy his critics, who 
likewise see little excuse in the 
fact that Pine Lawn and Well- 
ston, where many of the com- 
plaints about law enforcement 
originate, each has a local police 
force. 

Before the Governor ordered 
the investigation, Sheriff Mosley 
was “sitting pretty.” He had 
the backing of the courthouse 
ring which has been running 
things in the county for 30 years 
or more, and the support of 
most of the Republican town- 
ship committees. 

He was the first St. Louis 
county sheriff to benefit from 
the provision in the new State 
Constitution which permits a 
sheriff to succeed himself in 
office. Re-elected for a third 
term last November, Mosley 
seemingly was in position to re- 
tain his $9600-a-year job in- 
definitely, with all the power 
and prestige thereunto apper- 


ng.

“It is obvious that the Syng- | 
man Rhee gang has made up its | 
mind to undermine the armi- ' 
stice. The United States Gov- 
ernment must make clear its po- | 
sition in definite terms and im- | 
mediately carry out its assur- ' 
ances to curb any sabotaging ac- | 
tions by Syngman Rhee.

Colorado Trip May Be 
Cut Short If Adjourn- 
ment Is Delayed Past 
July 31. 


By DAYTON MOORE 


WASHINGTON, July 23 (UP) 
When President Eisenhower 
laid down a list of “must” legis- 
lation he wants Congress to 
approve before adjourning, he 
may have cut short his planned 
Colorado vacation. He tentative- 

’ Jy had planned to go to Colo- 
rado about a week or 10 days 
after adjournment. This would 
be about Aug. 10, if Congress 
meets its adjournment target 
date of July 31. 

But it is doubtful that Congress 
ean act on the “must” legislation 
and still adjourn on July 31. If 
Eisenhower stays on here for 
the week or 10 days following 
adjourment to sign legislation, 
every day Congress stays in 
session past July 31 would cut a‘ 
day off his Colorado vacation, 

Could Act in Colorado. 

The President could act in 
Colorado on the bills approved 
by Congress in the final days 
of the session. But he is reported 
to prefer to do so here where 
he can confer personally with 
assistants on the legislation be- 
fore he signs or disapproves it. 

Eisenhower is said to have 
planned about one month in 
Colorado, returning to Washing- 
ton soon after Labor day, Sept. 
7. If Congress should get em- 
broiled in long debates on some 
of the “must” legislation and 
run the session to late August 
or early. September, the Presi- 
dent might call off the Colorado 
trip altogether. 

If the Colorado vacation works 
out President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower are expected to stay at 
the Denver home of Mrs. John 
S. Doud, the President's mother- 
in-law. But he also may make 
some side trips to try out the 
trout fishing at the ranch of a 
friend, Aksel Nielsen, at Fraser, 
70 miles west of Denver, and 
the ranch of Gov. Dan Thorn- 
ton at Gunnison, Colo. Elisen- 
hower spent about a week at 
Nielsen's ranch last summer 
after the Republicans nominated 
him for President. 

Home Is Prepared. 

Mrs. Doud, who has lived at 
the White House since Ejisen- 
hower’s inauguration on Jan. 20, 
recently returned to Denver to 

n her home and prepare 
it for the President's vacation.

WASHINGTON, July 23 (UP) 
—The House Judiciary Com 
mittee today approved, 17 to 12, 
a bill to admit to this country 
240,000 extra immigrants, mostly 
Europeans, in thé next three 
years.

U.S, EXCISE TAX RETURNS 
NOW ON QUARTERLY BASIS 


Filing of federal excise tax 
returns has been changed from 
a monthly to a quartecly basis 
in all cases except for tax re- 
turns on betting, Gus F. Koehl- 
er, district director of internal 
revenue here, announced today. 

First quarterly returns for the 
months of July, August and 
September will be reported on 
new Form 720 which will be 
mailed to taxpayers during Sep- 
tember and will be due on or 
before Oct. 31, he said. 

Taxpayers owing more than 
$100 for any month except the 
third month in each quarter are 
now required to deposit the 
taxes with a Federal Reserve 
Bank, or any other bank au- 
thorized to accept such deposits, 
which will issue validated de- 
positary receipts therefor.

New legislation, he said, must 
respect the desire by industry 
for patent protection for its 

achievements in atomic tech- 
nology and also the 
widely-expressed fear that a se- 
lect group will get started early 
and “actually secure a monopo- 
listié Seeition that will embar- 
rass the program forever.” 

He continued: “The tempta- 
tion to exaggerate this latter 
aspect is great. How real the 
threat is cannot be demon- 
strated, but as long as the possi- 
bility exists, or as long as there 
is real concern that it may arise, 
this legislation should take ac- 
count of that possibility and pro- 
vide against it.” 

Specifically, Ooms would per- 
mit private patents except for 
atomic weapons, but he wo 
require the licensing of a patent 
in rare cases where the AEC 
would judge this to be “neces- 
sary to effectuate the policies 
and purposes” of the Atomic 
Energy Act. 

He said this mandatory licens- 
ing should be applied only to an 
invention ‘that would give its 
owner #8 
hold on the entire atomic power 
industry. 

Effect on Competitors. 

Most patents, he explained, 
have the effect of forcing com- 
petitors to develop alternative 
discoveries, a process sometimes 
called “compulsory diversifica- 
tion.” He added that it is im- 
portant in the development of 
an atomic power industry to have 
many individuals trying differ- 
ent technological approaches. 

“In 25 years in this business, 
I have seen only one or two 
patents in which there appeared 
to be no ternative to the pat- 
ented discovery,” he said. 

Ooms told the Post-Dispatch 
afterward that he could think ‘of 
four inventions that resulted in 
monopoly because there ap- 
peared to be no alternative dis- 
coveries possible. He listed the 
telephone, the chrome plating 
process, the De Forest radio 
tube and the new transistor, 
miniature substitute for the 
vacuum tube. 


Ooms’s proposal would rule 
out automatic licensing of pat- 
ents, provided for in the present 
law. His provision would re- 
quire each applicant to demon- 
strate the public necessity that 
he obtain a license, even after 
the commission had ruled the 
patent subject to this procedure.

ho/ment of policy, will ultimately 


defeat security. Secrecy badly 
impairs our own progress as a 
nation; and yet real security lies 
only in our dynamic and con- 
tinuous development, on all 
fronts, at a rate faster than that 
of any nation. Our main effort, 
therefore, should be directed to 
creating the conditions under 
which maximum progress is pos- 
sible. Pervasive secrecy is not 
one of these conditions.” 

He asserted that. secrecy | 
should be the exception rather | 
than the rule and should extend 
little further than “all atomic 
military gadgetry, weapons and 
plans.” 

Ruebhausen said he had 
“grave doubts” about the present 
policy of giving AEC contractors 
or sub-contractors access to 
atomic knowledge that is kept 
from all others. 


“I question the fairness and 
hence the propriety of a system 
by which the United States Gov- 
ernment opens an area of such 
fruitful and limitless possibili- 
ties as nuclear fission to less 
than all of its citizens,” he said.

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Cold War Put Crimp in Lives 


Of Westerners in Moscow, 
Some Couldn't Take Strain 


Partying Stopped—tTravel Curbs Clamped 
On—Dollar’s Value Cut Drastically — 
Foreigners Complained Bitterly of 
Kremlin’s Attitude.

T HE cold war started, and a frigid wind began to blow from 


ican-Soviet co-operation and growing friendship, The air from 
Washington wasn’t exactly warm, either. 


It would be incorrect to say 
that Americans in Moscow, even 
during the greatest moments of 
wartime pal talk, were ever 
howlingly popular with the Com- 
munist government, But we 
were with the people and com- 
pared to what happened later, 
we led a charmed life. 

I left an official party at 2:20 
one morning, arm in arm with a 
man who is now a marshal in 
the Soviet army. With other 
Russians and foreigners from 
some of the embassies, we jour- 
neyed to my apartment. 

This high military man, once 
inside my modest place, lit the 
candles, turned down the lights 
and sat down at the piano and 
played until dawn. It all seemed 
not very unusual then. 

Another time I found myself 
at a big Russian dinner. More 
than 60 persons at one long 
table. I seemed to be the only 
foreigner present. 

“Eddy Eddyovich,” said my 
host, “I’ve found something for 


you. 

He proudly whipped out a 
bottle of Scotch, 

A little dark man near me, 
who looked like a party type, 
shuddered. He looked around 
him with what I thought was 
considerable suspicion, and 
turned to a major general in the 
Soviet army. 

Rebuffed by General. 

“Comrade general,” said the 
party type, “Scotch whisky 
(Shetlandsky viskey was the way 
he said it in Russian) may be 
all right for some people, but I 
prefer our Russian vodka, don't 
you?” 

The general, who had a stout 
hooker of Shetlandsky viskey in 
his right hand, gave him a cold 
eye. 

“No,” he said, “I'm not that 
chauvinistic.” 

You invited Russians te your 
apartment and some of them 
came. Some of them invited you 
to their places. You foufid your- 
self at real Russian parties that 
must not have changed over the 
years. And there were lots of 
Russians about. 

You liked the people and they 
seemed to like you. 

I’m not referring to the small 
group of Russians who had been 
approved for contact with for- 
eigners. They were always 
about, polite, often charming, 
good conversationalists, but nev- 
ertheless, people we felt were 
unduly interested in what we 
were saying and commenting on. 
I’m referring to just plain Rus- 
sians, and some who were any- 
thing but plain, But not ap- 
proved people. 

Foreigners could travel into 
the countryside in all directions 
from Moscow, and while it isn't 
exactly the French Riviera, it 
offered some good swimming 
spots which were especially nice 
after parties in summer. 

And there were gypsies. 

The best Russian parties, I 
believe, must have gypsies. At 
the end of the evening. Like 
champagne at the end of the 
dinner. Well, we had them back 
in those days. 

‘An Incident.’ 


Then one morning, after a 
very fine party, there was a 
“veliki skandal.” A bad show. 
An incident. 

A junior member of the 
American embassy (not on the 
diplomatic list) was taking a 
gypsy girl home in a taxi, I be- 
lieve. He reported she resented 
his attention. She reported, and 
in the public press, that she re- 
sented his advances. The paper 
blamed American boorishness 
and a lack of respect for women. 

Now I admire gypsies almost 
as much as any people in the 
world and I’ve been around a 
few in my day. I think the 
American must have handled his 
case badly. Or that he was 
framed, because I've never heard 
of gypsies writing in the paper 
about such private things. 

Then there was the case of 
another young American whose 
automobile was rammed from 
behind by a Russian car. He got 
out and there was a large argu- 
ment and when the Russian 
started to drive off, the Ameri- 
can smashed in one of his side 
windows. 

These were signs of the times. 

The cold wind blew colder. 
No gypsies at parties. Very few 
Russians at parties. Then no 
Russians at all at parties, Then 
no Russian friends. 

Travel restrictions were 
clamped on all foreigners. The 
diplomatic rate of 12 rubles to a 
dollar was reduced to 8 to a 
dollar and then came the money 
reform and it was 4 to a dollar. 
This wasn’t, and isn’t today, an 
exchange rate, It borders on 
confiscation. ; 

Some Couldn’t Take It. 

As the wife of a former Amer- 

ican Ambassador, Adm, Alan G. 


Kirk, so aptly put it—all the 
foreigners were thrown up On a}. 


raft together. 

Some couldn’t stand it. 

One day a young attache at 
the embassy told the Ambassador: 

“They almost got me last 
night. They tried to push me 
out of the window.” 

In a few days he was on his 
yay home. 

A Norwegian shot himself 


one night. A young man from 
the British embassy ran amok in 
the M pole hotel’s dining 
room. broke four chairs 
over various Russians, upset two 
tables, smashed dishes and got 
thrown into jail. 


Two embassies found micro- 
phones on their premises. They 
didn’t appear to be new ones, 
of they were rigged up with 
wires. 


We talked in even softer 
whispers to one another. And 
people complained bitterly about 
life in Moscow. This thing that 
the Soviet authorities had 
brought on—this complete iso- 
lation of the foreigners—natur- 
ally created resentment among 
certain foreigners. 


To the few Russians they had 
contact with, servants mostly, 
they could be very rude at 
times. And often in the presence 
of my wife (a Russian) we would 
hear the phrase “these damn 
Russians.” Or worse. But these 
were the exceptions. Most for- 
eigners treated their servants 
with kindness no matter how 
cold the war got. And they 
were wonderful to my wife and 
the Russian wives of other for- 
eigners who were certainly in a 
strange predicament. 


They were Soviet citizens, yet 
Soviet citizens seldom, if ever, 
came to their apartments. A 
uniformed policeman stood by 
the front door of my apartment 
house, 24 hours a day, no matter 
the weather. 


Even if any Russian had want- 
ed to, he would have been turned 
away by the fellow in uniform, 
before he completed his visit to 
our apartment. 

That's just a sampling of the 
cold war. 


Sidelights on Stalin’s death: 

The music finally stopped in 
Moscow’s Hall of Columns—the 
pre-revolutionary noblemen’s 
club—and they were just about 
ready to put the lid on Joseph 
Stalin’s coffin. 


Two persons stepped forward. 
One was a young woman, fairly 
tall and sturdy of build. This 
was Svetlana, Stalin’s daughter 
who had been his housekeeper 
for the last several years. 


The other was a short, broad- 
shouldered man in his early 30s, 
Lt. Gen. Vasily Stalin of the 
Soviet Air Force, the only liv- 
ing son of the generalissimo. 

Together they approached the 
coffin. 

Svetlana leaned over and 
kissed the face of her father. 
Vasily stood by, respectfully at 
attention. They hesitated a mo- 
ment as if uncertain what to do 
next, then moved away. 


The lid went on the coffin. 
And what a lid. 


Over the dead dictator’s head 
and face they had built a trans- 
parent dome about a yard in 
diameter. Through it you could 
see Stalin’s features clearly. The 
lid, of metal, I suppose, hid the 
rest of the body. 


Western diplomats were in- 
vited to the reviewing stand atop 
Lenin’s tomb for the ceremonies. 
President Eisenhower had been 
up there for a parade when he 
was here just after the war, but 
I don’t ever remember seeing 
any other non-Communist west- 
erner up there. 


The speaking began. Malen- 
kov, Beria and Molotov. The 
first spoke in a firm, clear, well- 
modulated voice. He was easily 
the best public speaker among 
the Soviet leaders. The speech 
wasn’t long. It paid polite trib- 
ute to the dead Stalin. It was 
just about what one would ex- 
pect with, perhaps, a little less 
emphasis on the up to now magic 
name of the generalissimo. 


Beria spoke in a_ well-con- 
trolled voice. A _ business-like 
tone. He had a Georgian accent 
and was not so easy to follow as 
Malenkov. 


Nobody was heart-broken up 
to now. At least their voices 
didn’t indicate it. 

Then Molotov slowly walked 
to the microphone atop the tomb. 
He hadn’t uttered 40 words be- 
fore his voice cracked. He had 
to stop. Then he went on again. 
He seemed to be half speaking, 
half sobbing. 

“He’s really grief-stricken,” 
whispered a member of the dip- 
lomatic corps at my elbow. 

“Yes,” added another in a 
stage whisper, 
sobbing for himself.”

Reds’ Recent 
Drive Bigger 


More U.S. Troops | 
on Battle Line 
Than in Last 
Two Years.

WASHINGTON. 
HE latest fanatical Com- 
munist offensive hit our lines 
in Korea much harder than 
the public has been.told. Three 
crack South Korean divisions 
caved in, one of which was lit- 
erally chewed to pieces, losing 


over three-fourths of its men. 
As a result, Gen. Mark Clark 
rushed five full American divi- 
sions to the front, thus putting 
more United States troops on 
the battle line that any time in 


| last two years. 


He also cabled the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff for permission 
to shift two divisions from Japan 
to bolster his reserves in Ko- 
rea. However, he was authorized 
to move only the Twenty-fourth 
Division. 


At the height of the battle, 
the only thing that prevented 
the Reds from tearing through 
the battered South Korean di- 
visions all the way to the thirty- 
eighth parallel was the aban- 
doned artillery, ammunition, 
and other equipment. The ad- 
vancing Chinese were s0 eager 
to inventory all this deserted 
equipment that they failed to 
exploit their gains. Altogether, 
more United States equipment 
was lost than at any time since 
Gen, MacArthur’s disastrous re- 
treat from the Yalu river. 

The Red offensive, which came 
as a complete surprise to the 
U.N, Command, was aimed at 
capturing valuable hydroelectric 
installations and tungsten mines 
just above the thirty-eighth par- 
allel. Chinese prisoners, picked 
up during the fighting, revealed 
also that the Communist plan 
was to push the battle Mpe back 
to the thirty-eighth parallel, 
then agree to a cease-fire. This 
would leave the Korean divid- 
ing line exactly the same as it 
was before the war started three 
years ago, and save face for 
the Communists who don’t like 
to admit that fhey must give 
up any territory. 

The Eighth Army also esti- 
mates that the Communists 
could have kept the offensive 
rolling for 30 days. The only 
way to stop it would have been 
to order an all-out counter- 
offensive and throw away thou- 
sands of American lives on the 
eve of the armistice. That is the 
reason the U.N. negotiators kept 
demanding an immediate cease- 
fire behind the closed tent flaps 
at Panmunjom.

really was “Masaryk’s state.” 


In a book of documents 
claimed to have been found in 
“a secret file,” they are now pic- 
turing the first Czech president 
in blackest terms. He is ac- 
cused in the new book, titled 
“T. G. Masaryk’s Antipopular 
policies,” of taking part in a 
plot to murder Lenin, of war- 
mongering against the Soviet 
Union, of a “sellout” to Ameri- 
can capitalism, and of fascist 
activity. 

“Proof” Very Flimsy. 

A detailed study of the book 
made here discloses that Com- 
munist “proof” of Masaryk’s vil- 
lainy is so flimsy on almost all 
counts as to seem frivolous or 
facetious. The so-called docu- 
ments scarcely support the 
charges. The Communists ap- 
parently expected few of those 
they wanted to impress to read 
very deeply into the material. 

As one instance of its twisted 
purpose, the book seizes upon 
the history of the Czech legions 
and Masaryk’s negotiations with 
Woodrow Wilson and other west- 
tern statesmen to “prove” his 
warmongering against the 
U.S.S.R. 


Those legions, former soldiers 


of the Hapsburg monarchy, had } 


fallen into Russian hands in 
1918 and had been organized to 
fight against the central powers. 
In May 1918, they were attacked 
by the Bolsheviks and fought 
their way across Siberia to 
Vladivostok. Thence they were 
shipped back to Europe. 
Masaryk wanted aid for the 
legions, not to meddle into Rus- 
sian affairs but to help defeat 
the central powers. Czechoslo- 


vakia’s fate depended upon Al- 
lied victory. Masaryk urged 
Washington to intervene in 
force in Russia to end the “in- 
human slaughter and _ stupid 
butchery.” But he was not 
choosing up sides. He was in- 
terested only in not jeopardizing 
the position of the new Czech 
government.

About-Face by Reds. 


The most curious aspect of 
the affair, of course, is the com- 
plete about-face in attitude of 
the Communists toward Masa- 
ryk. . 

In 1948, 11 years after his 
death, Prime Minister Gottwald 
and a host of other Communist 
bigwigs placed wreaths on 
Masaryk’s grave and proclaimed 
“today’s republic is Masaryk’s 
state,” so as to feed on the love 
and esteem in which Masaryk 
was held by the Czech people. 

Now they have published the 
vicious book and ordered all 
Masaryk monuments removed 
from the country.

Paying for Police 
€o the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Considering the apparent serious 

lack of law enforcement in St. Louis 
county, John E. Morehouse is prob- 
ably correct in contending in his re- 
cent letter that St. Louis county 
needs something better than its pres- 
ent police and rural sheriff system. 
‘But he is wrong when he suggests 
that the activities of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Police Department 
should be extended to the large pop- 
ulated areas adjacent to the city, 
and paid for by the city out of city 
earnings taxes collected from county 
residents who earn their income in 
St. Louis. 

Those county residents who spend 
at least one-third of their time in 
St. Louis already receive from the 
city more service benefits than their 
earnings tax assessments pay far. 

In my opinion the city should not 
even have to pay the cost of policing 
the city, much less the county, be- 
cause it has no control over the oper- 
ations and budget of the Police De- 
partment. 

If the city were relieved of the 
burden of paying the cost of the 
state-controlled Metropolitan Police 
‘Department, perhaps the City earn- 
‘ings tax would not be necessary. If 
the Stafe of Missouri would under-

For a Reserve Airport 


Over the last two weeks the Post-Dispatch 
has been printing a series of news articles on 
the importance of a secondary airport for St. 
Louis. Specifically the subject has been the 
question of the desirability of obtaining Parks 
Metropolitan Airport as a part of the St. Louis 
system. 

The argument for acquiring Parks Airport 
is easily stated. Parks is at Cahokia, just three 
miles south of the eastern approach to MacAr- 
thur Bridge. It can be reached from the down- 
town business and hotel district in 12 to 15 
minutes. If a bridge is built by the village of 
Cahokia to the foot of Chippewa streets, as 
is contemplated, the Parks Airport will be quick- 
ly accessible to a large part of the city and 
even closer to downtown via South Seventh. 

It is no disparagement of the city’s increas- 
ingly valuable property, Lambert-St. Louis Air- 
port, to say that its distance from downtown is 
a disadvantage for many air travelers. The busi- 
ness traveler who goes by air from downtown 
St. Louis to the Chicago loop finds that he 
spends as much time on the ground getting to 
and from the airports as he spends in flight. 


Fortunately Lambert is being brought nearer 
the city by the relocation of the terminal. 
A northwest expressway, when one is built, will 
help still more. Even so St. Louis air travel suf- 
fers when its airport location is compared with 
those of Washington and Kansas City, which 
as it happens, are immediately opposite their 
cities on the other side of rivers. 

The argument for the Parks Airport, how- 
ever, is less Parks’s proximity to St. Louis and 
more its preservation for use as a secondary 


‘municipal flying field when Lambert-St. Louis 


Airport can no longer handle the plane traffic 
in and out of St. Louis, That day of saturation 
is coming and it may well be closer than engi- 
neering estimates suggest. 

Downtown St. Louis is choked with automo- 
bile, street car and bus traffic now because no 
one looked ahead and provided expressways 
for the future. Now expressways can be built 
only at terrific cost and by overcoming all man- 
ner of obstacles in establishing routes and ac- 
quiring property. The way of wisdom is to ap- 
ply the expensive lesson of automobiles and 
expressways to the problem of airports. 

Even though a secondary airport is not urgent 
as of now, it would be an obvious economy to 
set aside a relief airport now to have one when 
it is required. It will be teo late to acquire Parks 
after the property is subdivided for housing or 
sold for industrial plants. If changes in flying 
alter airport requirements St. Louis should have 
no trouble in getting its investment back. 


There are several plans for acquiring Parks 
and some one of them ought to provide the 
means whereby St. Louis may either obtain 
or lease it on a satisfactory basis. We say 
this knowing full well that the City Hall is be- 
set with financial problems. Nor do we propose 
a diversion of traffic at this time that would 
cost Lambert Airport any of its revenue. 

The heart of the problem is provision for the 
future. St. Louis cannot go through the decades 
ahead with only one airport when Paris, France, 
for example, is literally ringed with flying 
fields. Now is the time to earmark a close-in 
airport for the even greater air armadas of the 
second half of this century. 

Jefferson looked far ahead when he bought 
the Louisiana Territory, including St. Louis, 
just 150 years ago. Let the Tucker Administra- 
tion in 1953 see the future of St. Louis in the 
same bold, imaginative way. It ought to be 
worth whatever it costs.

From $2,000,000,000 to Nothing 

A recommendation by two ICC examiners for 
dismissal of $2,000,000,000 in overcharge claims 
against the railroads will bear some public dis- 
cussion, Is there indeed nothing whatever to 
any of the 17 complaints which the Department 
of Justice filed over a period of more than two 
years? 

A House investigating committee under Rep- 
resentative Bender, Ohio Republican, five years 
ago reported that railroads had withheld land- 
grant and other de@uctions on wartime freight 
shipments to which the Government was en- 
titled. It said the Government had been charged 
at a higher rate than private shippers for stor- 
age of overseas freight at ports awaiting ship 
space, It said the Army and Navy had paid 
higher rates than the Maritime Commission for 
shipments of identical freight. 

Recommendation for a write-down of the 
claims would be more understandable, in view 
of the large size of the total. Documentation and 
discussion will be required, however, for so 
radical a suggestion as that the claims are com- 
pletely worthless. 
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Terror in a Tube 


The terrifying experience of the two Univer- 
sity City boys who were swept into the sewer 
tunnel would have been avoided had the mouth 
of the tunnel been screened. 

True, the boys had no business playing in the 
open ditch that led to the tube. Even so Uni- 
versity City officials ought to have had the tun- 
nel mouth screened up long ago. The ditch and 
the tunnel fall in the category of attractive 
nuisances, and to ‘teen-age boys they repre- 
sented standing invitations to tragedy. 

Fortunately, the boys emerged from the ex- 
perience without serious injury. But the next 
youngster may not be so fortunate. For officials. 
in University City and other municipalities and 
sewer districts the lesson is clear: screen off 
the danger points. 
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Cold War Weapons Test 


Out of the cold war in Germany has come a 
hew weapons test of Russian words versus 
American food. It is a test which Russia chose 
to make and the United States Senate should 
hasten with America’s answer. 

The Senate Agriculture Committee has ap- 
proved a bill to let President Eisenhower send 
up to $100,000,000 in food surpluses abroad in 
the next eight months. Though the President had 
asked for unlimited power to use surpluses for 
foreign relief, the committee added restrictions 
on grounds that he already has authority to use 
$150,000,000 under the mutual security program. 

But the committee did amend the bill to make 
food available to “friendly peoples” and not only 
to “friendly nations.” That means food can be 
sent to East Germany as well as to allies. Quick 
Senate passage would be a blunt answer to the 
torrent of abuse now coming from Communist 
officials in East Germany. 

Soviet High Commissioner Semyenov has re- 
ceived the President's food offer with a bitter 
diplomatic protest. It is a typical Russian propa- 
ganda instrument. It suggests that the offer of 


food relief is a plot. It implies that the recent 
Berlin workers’ revolt in a so-called workers’ 
state was not that but a fascist uprising. 

Such ridiculously aggréssive language hardly 
hides the defensive position in which the Rus- 
sian officials find themselves. For the food offer 
was made to them. They had the choice of ac- 
cepting food for hungry Germans or refusing it 
for propaganda reasons—and they accepted a 
gift as a gauntlet. In the duel between food 
and mere words, words are as empty as many 
Berlin stomachs. | 
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The Bunk on Housing 

Nobody should be fooled by the House lead- 
ership’s specious excuse for its newest assault 
on the public housing program. 

Not content with whittling the program to a 
negligible 20,000 dwellings, as agreed on with 
Senate conferees, the House Republicans drove 
through a measure which would allow those 
homes to be built only by knocking out 20,000 
others already contracted for. In a word, the 
House votes to stop the program where it is. 

The people will never get tax cuts, said Ma- 
jority Leader Halleck, “unless we cut down on 
some of these government subsidy programs that 


‘cost so much.” 


That is sheer bunk. It is not the public hous- 
ing program which prevents tax cuts. On the 
contrary, the Government: funds that would 
finance this year’s construction program actu- 
ally show a surplus, which would permit far 
more than 20,000 units to be started without 
any extra tax burden at all. 

No, Mr. Halleck and his colleagues are not 
moved by the plight of the taxpayer. They are 
moved by the real estate lobby. They have set 
out to destroy the low-rent housing program, 
and the result, if they are successful, will be 
the termination of slum clearance projects by 
private enterprise as well. 

In St. Louis as in other cities, experience has 
shown that private investment in cleaning out 
blighted areas depends upon a public program 
to house the low-income families which must 
be displaced and cannot be housed by pri- 
vate enterprise. The G.O.P. decision in the 
House thus strikes a blow, not only at low-rent 
housing, but at middle-income housing and ur- 
ban redevelopment in general. 
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Free, Competitive and High 

“I do not intend,” President Eisenhower said 
in his State of the Union message last January, 
“to ask for a renewal of the present wage and 
price controls. I am convinced that now—as 
well as in the long run—free and competitive 
prices will best serve the interests of all the 
people.” 

The cost-of-living index for mid-June has just 
been published. It shows that consumer prices 
in that month reached their all-time peak. The 
index rose to 114.5, pushing through the previ- 
ous top of 114.3 which had been recorded last 
November during the closing months of the 
Truman Administration. 

Consumer prices are free and competitive, 
there is no doubt about that. But many people 
must be beginning to doubt whether they are 
best serving the interests of all the people. 
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A Cave Invitation 

Lester Dill, the promotingest promoter in the 
Ozarks, has offered to let Harry Truman write 
his memoirs in the Meramec Caverns. The pub- 
licity release on this invitation does not make 
it entirely plain that Mr. Truman is being com- 
plimented. He is being offered the same hideout 
that Jesse James once used. 

Not that Dill, who tried to resurrect Jesse 
James, wants to exploit an ex-President as an 
attraction along with his stalagmites. Not at 
all. A Truman corner would be blocked off 
from the cave’s visitors. Presumably the 
guides could then point to the door behind 
which there was an ex-President and stalag- 
mites, and pass on modestly to the nook where 
a young couple once honeymooned in behalf of 
a radio contest. 

The Dill idea is simply that Mr. Truman, now 
established in Independence, could use a quiet, 
cool (60 degrees) cave. This is in line with 
Satchel Paige’s excellent advice to “think cool 
thoughts.” The trouble is that Mr. Truman’s 
thoughts about the past eight years may not be 
so cool, considering Russians, Republicans and 
such invitations from caves. 

In fact, Mr. Truman’s reply to this cave stunt 
was cooler’ than the cave. About, say, 55 degrees. 
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Not an Inch 

Senate and House conferees are reported as 
deadlocked over the question of whether- the 
Federal Tariff Commission is to have a seventh 
member so it can be controlled by the Repub- 
lican party, 4 members to 3. The Senate 
knocked out the House’s proposal to pack the 
commission and now House conferees are in- 
sisting that it be put back in. 

President Eisenhower, who once endorsed the 
change, now makes the amazing statement that 
he probably had not given the matter enough 
study. He says he has no thought of giving the 
commission a partisan majority. That, however, 
would be the result of changing it to either a 
seven-man or five-man body. 

The President’s statement can only be taken 
as a confession that he or his staff was hoaxed 
by the high-tariff bloc—reason enough for Con- 
gress to decline to go along. 

A seventh member would be a repudiation of 
the entire non-partisan history of the Tariff 
Commission, to which Woodrow WilSon ap- 
pointed a generation ago no less a distinguished 
authority than the late Frank William Taussig, 
the great Harvard economist. 

Better not to have reciprocal trade extended 
with an essentially meaningless law than to 
have this barefaced political undermining. The 
Senate should not yield one single inch to the 
House on this truly important issue. 
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Good Terms for the Rubber Plants 

The bill the Senate has passed for sale of the 
Government’s synthetic-rubber plants is on the 
whole a good one. 

It allows more time than originally planned 
for inducing competitive independents to make 
offers: six months instead of 90 days for the re- 
ceipt of bids. It postpones the final deadline 
from next June to Jan. 31, 1955. It insures that 
Congress will vote on the sale plans and en- 
ables each house to exercise a veto on sales. 

The amendments of Senator Douglas of IIli- 
nois to limit the number of plants that could be 
bought by the major rubber companies would 
have strengthened the bill, but the same pur- 
pose can be served by congressional veto of any 
sale that appears likely to serve monopoly. If 
an equally good measure can emerge from the 
conference committee to which the Senate and 
House bills now go, the disposal program will 
be off to a much safer start than was planned.

Chairman Wolverton of the House 
Commerce Committee has announced 
that his committee will investigate the 
recent increases in the price of gasoline. 
Such a probe is very much in order. 

Here in Syracuse, the recent increase 
by most of the major oil companies was 
the second in less than a month, adding 
a cent and a half to the wholesale price 
to dealers, and an average of about 2 
cents to consumers. As of today, the av- 
erage price of regular gasoline in vari- 
ous cities is:

There is nothing in the marketing pic- 
ture in Syracuse to warrant higher 
prices here than anywhere else in the 
East, or higher than almost anywhere 
along the entire Eastern seaboard, as 
The Post-Standard survey this spring 
showed. 

Our rents and wages to attendants 
are no higher, our density of registra- 
tion of automobiles is as high as any- 
where in the state, and in point of 
transportation costs, we are ideally sit- 
uated as the terminus of two pipe lines, 
from Philadelphia and Buffalo, and 
mid-way on the toll-free, taxpayer sup- 
ported Barge Canal. 

Most important of all, however, are 
the political possibilities of this situa- 


tion. Oil is political dynamite. Already, 
the Democrats have charged the Repub- 
lican party as being the party of special 
interests, the party which gives away 
the people’s wealth, in the tidelands oil 
issue. Actually, the President and Re- 
publican Congress merely affirmed the 
historic perty rights of the states in 
the tidelands decision, but if can be 
twisted by demagogues. 

Oil has made countless millionaires 
in Texas by the special tax treatment 
for depletion of oil assets. Though 
Texas is a Democratic state and the tax 
law was written in 1918 and broad- 
ened in 1926, it is still possible to twist 
it into looking like a Republican-rich 
man’s law. 

Even the age-old law of supply and 
demand will not countenance the in- 
crease, as supplies are very high. Final- 
ly, the oil companies themselves have 
enjoyed unprecedented profits.

If the oil companies suffer loss of 
prestige and publie confidence and get 
badly burned in the process, they have 
only their own lack of statesmanship 
to blame, 


The Scientist of the Substitutes 
From the Granby (Mo.) News-Herald 


Recently the birthplace of an Amer- 
ican Negro was dedicated as a National 
Monument near Granby, the first of any 
nation to honor a man of African 
descent. 


Much has been said about this Negro 
who was born in slavery, and much has 
been said about his work. But one 
cannot say too much about either, when 
one considers the vastness of his scien- 
tific discoveries. 


Ersatz, the science of substitutes, of 
which was heard so much during 
the last war, is not the creation of 
Hitler or any of his predecessors so 
much as it was the invention of an 
American, a Negro, Missouri-born : Dr. 
George Washington Carver of Tyskegee. 

How did the late Dr. Carver, the cre- 
ator of the new science of chemurgy 
(production of industrial raw materials 
on the farm), happen to be the first 
man to create a complete system of 
substitutes for precious or non-available 
articles? The explanation is to be 
found in the peculiar situation in which 
Dr. Carver found himself when he left 
the faculty of the Agricultural College 
at Ames, Ia., to follow Booker T. Wash- 
ington to Tuskegee.

people in need of everything and with- 
out the ae ony of acquiring anything. 
His guide .was the needs of his people. 
His only materials, what they had. 
goal, to make everything they needed 
out of what they already had. The re-

He had to 
take the results to an illiterate and im- 
poverished people and persuade them 
to act, and then show them how, manu- 
ally and personally. Here was a scien- 
tist, only a fraction of whose time could 
be spent with scientists or books or 
even in the laboratory. He had to 
be right with the people. And he 
had to be right with God. And he was. 


Thus he became a saint and a scien- 
tist, taking no pay for his work, pat- 
enting nothing, developing nothing com- 
mercially. He had no family, no living 
relatives, and denied his friends to 
serve his people. Without considering 
the peculiar problem he faced in Ala- 
bama, it is impossible to reconcile his 
life with that of the true scientist and 
to see through all his amazing versa- 
tility a central pattern tying together 
all his knowledge..

TO THE END OF TIME Olaf Stepledon, edited

This collection of the major writings 
of Olaf Stapledon is not only the most 
important publication in the field of 
science fiction in several years, but it 
makes available in this country for the 

time a noteworthy contribution to 
our literature. 


Stapledon’s books have been pub- 
lished in England over the last 20 
years in limited editions, and in this 
country most have been available, if 
at all, at collectors’ prices. 


By the time he had published his first 
novel when past 40, Stapledon had been

yy, )60C «Last «and éFirst 
Men,” written in 
1930, was the first 
of his prophetic 
novels, and imme- 
diately demonstrat- 
ed his brilliant and 
creative imagina- 
tion. In complete 
contrast to H. G. 
Wells, who used 
new ideas simply as vehicles for his 
characterizations and social criticisms, 
Stapledon’s ideas are his characters. 


In many of his novels there is no 
plot in the usual sense of the word, and 
there are few characters as individuals. 
Stapledon’s plot is the relationship of 
the race of man to the whole universe 
and whatever lies beyond. 


-“Odd John,” published in 1935, is 
on the mutant superman, a theme that 
has been used many times since. Here 
Stapledon develops the ironic nature of 
man that chains with animal reactions 
his potentialities for unlimited growth. 

“Sirius” deals with a mutant dog 
that through certain hormone treat- 
ments has been made equal in intelli- 
gence to man. Here Stapledon uses 
well his remarkable ability to describe 
an alien intelligence with a completely 
different framework of reference. 

His odd faculty becomes even more 
evident in “The Flames,” a fantasy for- 
eign to anything we know as intelligent 
life. Here, the contrast between man 
with his failings and what he might 
become is sharply drawn. 

Stapledon’s importance as a writer, 
however, will probably not come from 
his philosophies as such, though by 
the time he died in 1951 he had written 
several serious books on the subject. It 
seems more likely that any fame that 
endures will be based upon his specu-

This bill has been approved 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee, of which Mr. Simp- 
son is a member, and also 
cleared for House consideration 
by the Rules Committee.

Lt. Binkin’s 50 trips behind 
Communist lines were made in 
B-26 night intruders carrying a 
crew of three. 

Sights Convoys. 

On his twenty-sixth mission, 
the St. Louis observer sighted 
two convoys near Singye, 50 
miles behind the lines at 2 a.m. 
One was an ammunition train of 
seven vehicles which blew up 
with a greenish explosion, the 
other a six-vehicle convoy which 
also was destroyed. 

“There was a lot of flak as 
we were going in on the targets, 
and I suppose that’s why we 
got the DFC,” Lt. ‘Binkin said. 
He remarked modestly that he 
could take no credit for bravery 
since he was very busy at the 
time and did not know of the 
flak until the pilot told him 


later. 
Hardest Missions. 

The last five missions are the 
hardest, the 25-year-old navi- 
gator-bombardier said, and “you 
figure you're half done with 
49.”

Al- 
though the tomatoes admittedly 
won't be as good as normal this 
year the cooler weather has 
made a big difference in im- 
proving the quality of those now 
on the vine. 

He also reports that the corn 
which is just beginning to come 
in looks very good, and that 
eggplants in the field are quite 
desirable. So perhaps the home- 
grown produce will “look up” 
from here on, and not be as 
much of a disappointment as 
we feared. 

However, at the moment we 
régret to advise that more vege- 
tables stack up on the “high” 
than on the “bargain” side of 
the ledger. 

String. beans definitely are 
high; cauliflower is scarce so 
the price may go higher. The 
first offerings of homegrown 
eorn are a little immature, but 
by next week we should have 
some of good quality. Eggplant 
is difficult to buy; as the home- 
grown arrives in larger quantity 
it should come down. 

You will save money by buy- 
ing bulk or cellophane-wrapped 


carrots; the buneb carrots are a 
little scarce. 
Good tomatoes are very 


scarce right now and conse- 
quently very high; iceberg let- 
tuce has zoomed upwards in a 
manner acteristic of that 
tempe.me salad’ green. 
Now let’s see what vegetables 
we can find about which we can 
be a little more optimistic. 
Onions are still in the bargain 
class and celery has worked 
back down to that category.

Somehow we al- 
ways forget from year to year 
just how delicious fresh ripe 
peaches can be, and the first one 
we eat each season has a flavor 
as new and delightful as though 
we had never tasted the fruit 
before.

This 
one has a rich biscuit topping, 
but a pastry or a cake batter 
topping might be substituted if 
you prefer. Do serve it warm, 
with a scoop of ice cream.

Two tablespoons quick-cook-

Roll dough to fit top of dish and 
cut several slits near the center. 
Or cut dough into eight-inch 
squares. Adjust dough on peach 
mixture, opening slits with a 
knife to permit escape of steam. 
Bake in hot oven (425 degrees) 
30 minutes. Sprinkle confec- 
tioners’ sugar over top.

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Jet Ace Jabara Is Back in U.S.; 


Worried Over Getting. Desk Job 


TRAVIS AIR, FORCE BASE, 
Calif., July 23 (AP)—Maj. James 
A. Jabara, America’s first jet 
ace and one of only two triple 
jet aces, is home from Korea 
for the second time today—a 
ittlé worried because he is 
slated for a desk job. 

“I'm really sweating this one 
out—I don’t know what I'll do 
in an. office,” he said. 

Two years ago the 29-year-old 
son of a Wichita (Kans.) grocer 
shot down six Red MIGs in Ko- 
rea. The Air Force sent its 
first jet ace home, but after a 
tour of duty which took him to 
Scott Air Force Base, Ill., he 
persuaded his superiors to let 
him return to Korea. On his 
second round of missions against 
the Reds he bagged nine MIGs. 

The much-decorated Jabara 


‘flew in yesterday evening. A}. 


short time later he left in an 
Air Force jet for Las Vegas, 
Nev., en route to his wife and 
two children at McKinney, Tex. 

A short, dark smiling man who 
dutifully puffed on a big cigar 
for photographers, Jabara was 
deadly serious when he dis- 
cussed his 163 missions in Ko- 


rea. | 
_ MIG pilots, he said, didn't 


seem to be lacking any in ex- 
} perience or numbers, ‘but re- 
cently they haven't been as 
aggressive as two years ago. 
Now, United Nations pilots have 
to hunt diligently for them, and 
often the Reds break off combat 
and take sanctuary north of the 
Yalu in Manchuria. 

United States pilots, Jabara 
said, have been taking special 
care in avoiding the Yalu for 
fear of disrupting the truce talks 
at Panmunjom, and have thus 
lost several good chances to 
down the Communist jet fight- 
ers. 


Only when it came to his fu- 
ture did Jabara show any hesi- 
tation. He is bound for duty 
with the Thirty-second Air Di- 
eg Headquarters at Syracuse, 


“It’s a desk job, I’m afraid,” 
he said. “But it’s an air defense 
outfit and maybe they'll let me 
fly once in a while.” 


After two days at McKinney, 
Tex., Jabara plans to takd his 
wife Nina, son James, 4, and 
daughter, Carol Ann, 2, to 
Wichita for a 10-day visit. with 
his parents. Then he will re- 
port to Hancock airport at Syra- 
cuse for his new assignment. He 
is second only to Capt. Joseph 
McConnell, of Apple Valley,

BY WAVE OF STRIKES} == 


500,000 Involved in Disputes 
Which May Lead to 
Walkouts. 


: WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP) 
—More dhan 500,000 workers 
are involved in labor disputes 
that may result in a series of 
strikes across the nation. 

They include about 100,000 
workers in the vital copper-pro- 
ducing industry and more than 
5000 at the Oak Ridge (Tenn.) 
atomic energy plants. 

Many of the unions involved 
are seeking pay increases like 
those earlier this year in the 
steel and auto industries. Pay 
increases have been running in 
the neighborhood of five to 10 
cents an hour. 

Probably the most imminent 
strike threat is at the Oak Ridge 
atomic plants, where AFL work- 
ers are asking for higher wages 
and other benerits. 

Nearly 200,000 telephone 
workers are talking strike. The 


Union says it has not set any 
date as yet for a walkout, but 
phone exchange workers in Los 
Angeles, several cities in Indi- 
ana and in Virginia have en- 
gaged in “quickie” walkouts of 
several days each.

mation, has its derivation ulti- 
mately from the Dutch “doop,” 
a word for “sauce.” However, 
what is of the esserice here is 
the word’s application as we 
kriow it, and this is indubitably 
American slang. 

“Dope” in this connection is 
defined as “information or 
knowledge of a kind not easily 
available.” In everyday speech 
you have heard it applied to any 
kind of information or data or 
record. A man engaged in a 
task so prosaic as entering 
charges in a book at someone 
else’s dictation will say, “I'm 
sent, give me the dope on 

." 


There is point, of course, in 
designating “dope” as “informa- 
tion not easily available,” for it 
is in this respect that it has the 
most color and vitality—this is 
the point of its slanginess. The 
editor taking down his report- 
er’s data on a crime story on the 
telephone approaches this color 
when he says “Give me the 
dope!” And this aspect of the 
term comes out clearly in the 
almost repetitious phrase, “in- 
side dope.” 

The expression is on the rec- 
ord of American colloquial 
speech since the turn of the cen- 
tury. The earliest examples to 
be found are of “dope” as 
simply “information” or, as the 
American author, J. V. Hobart 
used it in his “John Henry,” 
data, or reading material: “I’ve 
known Tommy for a long time,” 
his character says, “so he feels 
free to read his dope to me.” 
And as Rex Beach put it a little 
later, “He handed me the dope.” 

It was 1924, before that really 
definitive “inside dope” got on 
the now-salvaged record, in the 
following line by a less well- 
remembe story-writer: “I 
knew a fellow on the inside, and 
we used to pal around together 
and I got a lot of inside dope.”

Squeaky Stairs. 

E’VE been doing a lot of 

stair climbing of late and 

we've noticed several inter- 
esting things about stairs in gen- 
eral, One point of interest is 
that stair climbing is very ex- 
hausting and the other is that 
most stairs do a considerable 
amount of squeaking. 

We've mentioned the subject 
of stair squeaks before and have 
also offered various methods of 
eliminating said squeaks. Today, 
however, we have a new method 
which we have tried and with 
very good results. 


Our new method consists of 
standing on the stair tread which 
is noisy and then driving into 
the outside edge or.nose of the 
stair eight-penny finishing nails 
that are coated with rosin. These 
should be driven down at an 
angle of about 45 degrees so 
that they enter the tongue of the 
stair riser and take a really good 
grip. The purpose of standing 
on the tread while you drive the 
nail down into place is to press 
it back into place so that the 
nail can be really effective. The 
purpose of using a rosin coated 


nail is to increase the holding 


power of said nail. Most nails

hold pretty well but when they 
are coated with rosin they hold 
even better. 

After you have driven the 
nails into place, you'll need sev- 
eral to do the job properly, 
set the heads below the wood 
surface, fill the holes with plas- 
tic wood and when it’s dry and 
hard, stain and finish to match 
the rest of the stair tread.

é6 H: (she) ought to know better!” How many times 
does each of us, as a parent or teacher, mgke such 
a statement? 

Conceivably such an indictment may be correct. 
as we have suggested, often it is made unfairly. 

What the parent means is that it seems to him, or her, 
as if the child could do better if he tried. But the child 
specialist knows that all too often this belief on the part 
of the parent is unfounded and premature. 

 , 

THE CHILD, as often as not, is not ready to do the 
things which the adult considers necessary and desirable. 
In no situation is this more true than in the important 
field of human relations—getting on with other people. 

“He ought to get on better with his brothers and sis- 
ters than he does. It's ridiculous for a boy of his age 
to quarrel so. I don’t know ‘what we're going to do!” is 
one of the most common complaints that reaches the ears 
of the child specialist. 

We've discussed this matter before—the problem is 
perennial—but we would like to discuss it here in relation 
to this matter of “oughtness.”. Ought brothers and sisters 
to get on harmoniously with each other? 

It would certainly be fine if they did. But experience 
shows that more often than not they do not. 

* * ; 

THE WHOLE PROBLEM of brother-sister relations is 
extremely complex. But our experience has been that 
added age and the inevitable learning about people, which 
eventually, and inevitably, takes place, solves at least the 
surface problems. (Not all adult brothers and sisters are 
completely in harmony, but at least surface agreement 
usually prevails.) 

“John picks on Jim and always gets a rise out of him! 
If only Jim could learn not to react, I don’t think it would 
be so much fun for John. I keep telling Jim if he didn’t 
react so beautifully that John waquidn’t find it worthwhile 
to tease him. But he never seems to learn!” 

However, he will learn. The day will come when he 
will be wise enough to curb his first reaction and to conceal 
from John how he really feels. By the time that day 
comes, it is also quite likely that John will have learned 
the self-restraint necessary not to pick on somebody young- 
er and weaker than himself. 

All of these things, unfortunately, are 2 not just a mat- 
ter of being a “good” boy or girl and doing what you ought. 
They are matters requiring learning and growth. We as 
parents will help our children and help ourselves if we 
ean remember this.

Open Spaces

DENVER, July 23. 


HEN a nerthwesters guest ranch schedules a cowboy 
breakfast for 6:30 a.m., some dudes are afraid they won't 


be waked in time. Others 


are afraid they will be. However 


that turns out, the ranch mode of dress can be relied on to give 
guests a break. There’s no need to waste time tugging on tight 
English boots, knotting neckties, buttoning coats, corraling curls 


or cocking hats. 


When the wrangler pounds on 
the cabin doors at crack of dawn, 
the phony cowhands leap out 
of their bunks and try to land 
with legs in Levi's. With well- 
aimed kicks they encase feet in 
western boots. Shirt-tails trail 
as they dash toward the hitch- 
rack ‘while running combs 
through hair or popping wide- 
brimmed hats on heads. 


In the matter of garbing at 
great speed, women in the West 
have acquired equality with 
men. There are other advan- 
tages of ranch clothes; dudes 
may wear their food inconspicu- 
ously, if they misfire with fork. 
The rich plaids of shirts reveal 
little when scrambled eggs or 
fruit juices get on them. And 
the blue jeans are supposed to 
be a bit dirty to indicate the 
wearers really ride. 


I learned these short outs to 
relaxation when I visited a typ!i- 
cal Pacific northwest ranch in 
the Blue Mountains of Oregon, 
the Bar M on Umatilla river. 
No sooner had I unpacked fiy 
boots than a hostess came 
around and wrote my name and 
cabin number on a list. 

She offered, “Dave'll find a 
bronc to fit you in the morning.” 

I knew my jeans were sup- 
posed to fit, but I had never 
looked on a horse in that light. 
I coneealed my astonishment 
and asked, “What time will we 
start out?” 

“We'll have a wrangler wake 
you at 6:15,” she promised. 
Without conviction I said, 
“That's fine! Thanks.” 

Next morning the mountain 
air was braeing as I sprinted for 
the stables before the sun sur- 
mounted the walled cliffs of the 
Umatilla. I found my horse and 
mounted. As our group rode 
single file up Coyote creek, we 
found that our broncs liked the 
breakfast ride. They ate the 
first course as they grazed along 
the trail, delaying the whole 
works. Thistle blossoms were 
a favorite food of these hardy 
horses, but we dudes waited for 
the bacon and eggs. We dis- 
mounted beside a stream, built 
a fire, and soon the aroma of 
brewing coffee blended with the 
fresh sweet mountain smells. 
The pancakes set altitude marks 
as a cowboy flipped them into 
the 2 and caught them by deft 
fielding. 

That afternoon at the ranch 
swimming pool I learned that 
our sojourns with Nature did 
not stop with an outdoor break- 
fast. As we sun-bathed in the 
mellow mountain sunshine and 
watched the warm spring water 
flow into the pool, a jaded- 
looking guest said: “We were 
out last night.” She explained 
that she had gone on an over- 
night paek trip with a family 
group and camped by a clear, 
rippling creek. The trouble was 
that prowling skunks and cou- 
gars visited the same spot, same 
night and reveled in same 
scenic wilderness. 

But tales of wild-animal car- 
nivals can’t daunt dudes, and 
the overnight packtrips con- 
tinued, sweeping me along in 


the momentum one day. We 
took off on schedule, even 
though the proprietor had 


learned that a kodiak bear had 
escaped in the Blue Mountains 
while being taken by truck from 
one zoo to another. 

“He’s probably over the Cana- 
dian border by now,” Gene, a 
wrangler, said offhand, though 
he put a big rifle in the scab- 
bard on his saddle. 

Our party included married 
couples and teen-age offspring. 
We filed up North Fork, our 
pack animals loaded with gro- 
ceries, but no tents. Just the 
bedsacks. After a 15-mile ride 
we camped about dusk under 
overhanging clouds and cliffs. 
A. high wind wailed through 
tall pines, and thunder rever- 
berated like artillery along 
canyon walls. Lightning played 
among iron parts of our tack 
cached under trees. We busied 
ourselves with cooking steaks, 
and as time passed, only 11 
drops of rain hit us, no trees 
blew down on us, and no light- 
ning struck us.

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The headquarters occupy a three 
story log house built in 1863. It 
was originally operated under 
the name of the Warm Springs 
House and was used as an over- 
night stop for ox-drawn freight 
wagons, 
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northwest states where 

horsey picnics and camping 
trips are enjoyed by summer 
visitors. In Idaho I took a pack- 
trip to Meadow creek, a semi- 
wilderness area. Native trout 
fought for a chance to get 
hooked. In some high stretches 
the trails were rough, but those 
mountain horses seem to be part 
monkey in climbing ability. One 
colt, trailing his mother, fell off 
a narrow bridge into the creek 
bed, but landed on his back 
unhurt. 

We were outfitted by the Elk 
Head Ranch. near Elk City, Ida., 
in the Nez Perce National For- 
est. By pickup truck we visited 
scenic spots such as the gold- 
mining ghost town of Buffalo 
Hump. By jeep and horse we 
journeyed to the high reaches 
of the Clearwater and Salmon 
rivers, where we had a rendez- 
vous with leaping fins. 

East of Idaho lie vast forested 
mountain regions of Montana 
with ranches, lodges and camps 
catering to vacationers. One of 
my Montana trips began at 
Moose City camp, Trailcreek, 
Mont., just below the Canadian 
line at the northwest corner of 
Glacier park. We entered the 
park, climbed a while, and pitch- 
ed tents beside beautiful Upper 
Kintla lake surrounded by ever- 
greens, with glacier-capped peaks 
as a backdrop. From the lake 
and roaring Kintla creek we 
took trout for supper. We slept 
peacefully until snorts of our 
horses as they crashed through
